ances. For this class of people 
tobacco may 
be very 
harmful 
because of its physiological reac­ 
tions. 
Some Made "o r# e 
The class of people who have 
trouble with spasm of the blood 
vessels are certainly made worse 
by tobacco. These people have an­ 
gina! heart attacks when the blood 
vessels supplying the heart oiu-* 
clo contract, or they have dirfi- 
culties in the circulation of the 
feet and hands, which in mild 
stages am ount to no more than 
cold or tingling extrem ities, but 
may go on, especially if compli­ 
cated by diabetes to ulceration of 
the skin or even gangrene. 
Tobacco makes these condition* 
wor*e, probably by bringing on 
*pasm of the blood vessels. 
Some controversy has arisen 
as to whether tobacco itself causes 
the spasm. One school represent­ 
ed by careful investigators found 
the effects to occur with denico­ 
tinized cigarettes and even corn 
silk cigarettes. They attributed the 
vessel changes to stimulation of 
the sym pathetic nervous system I 
brought about by irritating effect I 
of any kind of smoke on the mouth 
and bronchial tubes. 


The latest piece of research on 
the subject, however, from the sec­ 
tion on clinical physiology of the 
Mayo Clinic. goes over the m atter 
taking every precaution against 
error. The experiment# were made 
on non-suggestible subjects, all 
habitual smokers, in a room with a 
constant tem perature and hum id­ 
ity. Comparison was made when 
the subjects smoked cigarette* of 
a1! kinds and makes and com silk 
cigarettes. 
Ti e results showed eery defi­ 
nitely and constantly a reduction 
in the surface tem perature of th* 
kin, especially of the hands and 
feet, when the tobacco cigarettes 
were smoked, not when the com 
silk cigarette* were smoked. The 
electrocardiogram 
also 
showed 
chang- s in the heart muscle when 
tobacco was used. Also the blood 
prt sure was raised after smoking 
two cigarettes, although th* ac­ 
tual amount* recorded do not seem 
to me im portant 
Th* studies point ap the wisdom 
in the dictum a doctor of my ac­ 
quaintance makes to people with 
early Buerger's gangrene of the 
extrem ities—**You can either have 
your toes or your tobacco: you 
can’t have both.” 
It would be very difficult for me 
to put my finger on the exact 
pleasure I get out of smoking a 
•igar. It is, I admit, not easy to 
justify the habit. But I faH back 
rn Carlyle, whose doctor once per­ 
suaded him to give up tobacco— 
“I was meeserabl* with it and I 
was meeserable without it,” pro­ 
nounced the 'age. “I would rather
